TRADES LICKNSU BILL, 

On mqtion<qf Hon Crease, tbia bill was 
poRtpoDedloiiB week, 80 aa lb come up after 
the report of comnihtee of supply. 

TIOrORIA INCORPORATION BILL. 

Hon Crease moved second rendin;^ of thia 
bill, which waa only llie oid Act with 8uch 
amendmeDta as would make it wurkiiblo. 
Hon members were lainiliur with tho various 
Btages through which tliu bill hud passed and 
tbe failures that impeded its progress. The 
chief diEBculty was that tbe Gorporatioo lack- 
ed the clearly defiried meana of enforcinfj 
their municipul taxes. The principle was 
the same as the old one. 

Hon Macdooald asked that the second 
readiug be postpooed, aa the bill had not 
been printed. Posipooed for one week. 

MECHANICS LIBN BILL. 

Hon Robson moved the Grsl reading of tbe 
Mechanics Lien Bill, chief prov'^imu of 
which were lo give to persons rurn'sbiof; la- 
boDi or material for repairing or buildin" 
■hips, a lien for their waaes, process beinp; by 
kttachmeot ; also for labour or imileriul for 
etccting, altering and repairing buildin^.'s, 
precuuiion being luken against a lieu for too 
large a sum. 

The bill waa read first time, hon Grease 
remarkiog that the principles eounoiated by 
the boo mumoer were the strongest -reasoDa 
for its condeaiDatiori. 

THE TAHIF/, 

Hon Helracken moved the appointment of 
B comniitlee to revise tbe Tariff. He was not 
prepared lo assume tho personal rosponsi 
bility, ond he did '.hiR with a view to re- 
lieviog the Executive (hi.-ar, lu'iu). 'I'lie turill' 
required alteration, and he bolieved it could 
be 80 framed as to pr'Uocl boino inilu-lry and 
encourage the trade uf Piii;i't Sound, whieli 
was of real value to the colony ^hear, hiJar). 
To revise Ibe tariff to a great extent was not 
bis intention ; it was high enough in tbe main, 
and 10 increase it on many articles would be 
a loss to the Cdlctiy luid only encouriifjf 
smuggling. Tho Council generally' could be 
of only oiiC opinion if the tariff wa.s to be car' 
ried to a legitimate extent and no further. II 
a system was to be followed there muHt be a 
pblioyi and that must be cootiDDed. We 
cannot mix free trade and tariff lo^^cther, 
When ft policy is ostiiblisliod, particularly as 
to promolint; ngiiciillnre and home inilii;-lry 
it might draw lyany pi ople who would nut 
Olhcrwiso come to the colony. 

Hon Kubson seconded ihu motion, thoi|i;h 
be was at a loss to understand tbo couim- 
pursacd, sinie he had himself proposeil a 
meayure in a different way. 'I'bo sooner, 
however, Iho larill was lUtcndnd to the lu-tler. 
In bis own dislrict xUmo were many tiK-n 
Watching It with an.xiety, ready to ;^o on an 
extended scale into iiulu-ilrial pnrpuils. 'I'tic 
samo could probably bu said of the island 
districts. Nothing, buning the E'ltimaie?, 
was of greater importance than atiending lu 
our agricultural and industrial intere^ia. 

Hon rlclnieken in i'X|)laiiaticn Kaid he hail 
enquired il the <>oveiiiin('iit intended to 
brini,' in euch a nioasure, and was answered 
in the negative, hiing tolU at the same lime 
thot the appoinlment of a Ouinmittco wo:.ld 
be a relief lo the (Jovcrnment. 

Hon Pemberton sustained the hon rnernbor 
for New WeBlmiiisler. Ho knew on tfie 
Island that parliei wi tc ready to break up 
and leave the country if their iiitereata \vero 
not protected bo as to give thera some' in- 
ducement to remain in the oouotry, and he 
would remark that althongli we were snowed 
up here others e(.joyed a milder climate 
(laughter.) 

Ttie motion was ugreid to, acd the I'resi- 
dent appointed the fidluwioK Committee ; 
Hons Hamly, Brew, Hull, Robson, Helm- 
oken, DeCosmos, Smith.

Hon Helmcken said it was not a maltcr of 

choice but of iiucegsity that a reduction 
should be made, otherwise the Golooy would 
be ia a state of absolute bankruptcy, Ue 
had no wish to cripple the Government, 
rut he hoped tho House would sec the 
ubsoluto nc-ossity of making eoino reduclion 
It was very well to sit then) and l::ugli 
ovnr Ibe thing. He had seen the saiiio thing 
before, tho Honse will vote more money than 
the country can raise and then the Govern" 
ment has to borrow money to cover it ; the 
Council will have no cause to ciunplain, not 
that it can bo done on this uociiHion, us no 
ono will givu the (.Tovernment credit, and 
that is the only s^alonuard. Ho urged upon 
ihu House to go through tho estimates with 
u view to reducing them lo the utmo.-i. 

Hon Birch eix'id be wou d ho too glad to 
reduce, but be had gooe through the estimates 
which wore framed with tbe utmost economy 
eonsisleut; with ellicionev. Ho believed the 
Coliiny could pay .^701,000, thoiiyli lidii 
UK'inbers lost sight of the fact that over S'200,- 

000 was to pay ofi' debts. Ho hail gone 
ilirough the eatimates with the inteniiou ol 
economising, hut if the hon gentleman 
wo.ild show where u caving could be pro- 
perly observed ho would bo glad to accept 
it. 

Hon llolmckeu pai I the exponditurc must 
be reduced, it was disagreeable but there was 
no use talking — it had to be doiu', wo shoulu 
rather suffer iocnnvonience than go into 
debt. Wo mi_i,'hc he poor, but lot us be 
honest, and there was no use in votiug 
money we could not pay. 

Hon Maedonakl remarked that the ('"tiinalis 
were nearly all fur .salaries and loan.-;, and 
nothing fji public work. Ue fully endorsed 
over; word that bad fallen from the hon 
member and would vole for one of the clerks 
being struck out, us the ofTice waa goinj^ lo 
be amali;aniated. 

Hun Southgato observed that tho offic-s 
should be coQcentraled at Victoria where 
most of tho money was received, aud the 
staff reduced. ^ 

Hon Ball said this was a Crown Colony 
and hon members must bear in micd that 
there was a good deal of rej tape required 
in the sys'.eni, tbo estimates, ho believml 
were Iran ed with economy.- The cloiks in 
the service were always employed and if 
idle would be discharged; he did not see that 
ihey cuuld be reduced. 

Hon llelmoken said red tape was the 
evil, but it was tbe duty of tbe Goveromcnl 
if not of the Legislature to imfurin Her 
Majcaly's GDvernuient that it was entirely 
unsuited to the C olony. II red tape waa in- 
sisted on let H. M. Government pay for it, hut 
the Governor should take upon himself the 
responsibility ot chaoging the iufeiiial 
system. 

Hon Robson said the Colony w.-ia ground 
down by taxation in order that duties might 
be performed in a red tape way. It was the 
duty of the Government to have tho hystcin 
changed, but ,tbat waa not the subject 
no-v before tbo Ci unoil. 

Hon Pemberton — Wo are to pay some 
SlOO a head taxation wilhout remonstrance or 
cxposlu lation. It ia four nines grcr.ler than 
Australia, and Ion times grjalur than I'jng- 
land. 

Hon Bircb — Where does tho hon gentle- 
man take his Qgures from. 

Hon DpCosmos — From the estimates. 

Hon Birch — He dues not include Indians ; 

1 do. 

Hon H..lmcken said Indians could not 
coiiiume what they did not buy, strike out 
the clerks, and ihe Governipenl must depart 
fiom the red tape system while they would 
have a good pretext to aSir to tbe Homo 
Government. 

Hon DeCosmos said if the country was to 
bo anything at all il must have control over 
its own affairs. In ICnglaud Uih la.xation was 
equivalent to SIO u tiead. If the population 
ol Canada was three million it would not ex- 
ceed $3 50. In New Brunswick it was 
about $3 10 with.a population of from two to 
three hundred thousand. In Nova Scoiia it 
svas about S'l 50 or S'i, yet this cohiny w'a^ 
called upo'i to pay SI DO. He would adinil 
that so lung as they woru called upon to sup- 
port the lorm of Guvernii oDt bore, Uie tux 
mint be high, hut not unnecessarily light, 
In pioneer communitiea, if we get the Gov 
ernment lo preserve our property and land, it 
is really all we require. Ileio we have ii 
staff capal)li;of guvi'iniii',' ,'j(IO,000 pe0|)lo 
Without going inio del, ills, in lnokiu;; cur- 
sorily over the e.stirr.ate.s, he could strike oil 
875,0i,0 which was equivalent to doing uway 
with the road tolls, and yevibe country would 
he a;i safe tnd commerce not aflecled. 
I'bert) WHS a grneral feeling up abuve and in 
his constiiulency that the road toll.s should lie 
stru k oil. But Ihe representative ol the 
government tells us thai we must submit to 
he bound hand anrl foot, and our Hie blood 
tiikcn Irom ui because we are Eaglighmea. 
What was the po-filion of onr neighbors con- 
irasii d wi!h our-', mid yet tht r« was no iii- 
■ieeuriiy on tlin oilur side. 'I'lie (jovenior 
was alraid to lake iip iii hirn-ell llii! rur-'iioii- 
ponsibility ol ama'gaiiiaiion ainl was, thiTe- 
toK^ unlit to bo Hrr AJaje-,ty's represijii - 
lative. lie was fully prM^ired to give 
a generous support to prudential munsures, 
but the course they were pursuini; was 
crushing the life out of the plaei-. We heard

that we were a ta.\-riddoii lot ol serfs. Ho.v 
had a reduction been made '! Wtinn we lo il; 
to tho bank account and liiid S170,()()0 didicii, 
is ihat u gentleman fit lo adniiiiister Ihu 
Govciiimeiit ? VV here is the iiiforiii.ilioii on 
iliiMpiiint, and why was it not siipplitnl 
With this ovmdralt due to Ibe hank, the hmi 
L'enlleiiian tolls us he is ;;iiiiig (ui redneiiig. 
The thing was past cumprohensiun, Then 
the hon utenlleman calls to bis and tbe In- 
dian population. Never was such a mistake, 
The nuinbur of Indians from tin) island to 
the Rocky Mounlnins mii;li( be estiinaled at 
a mii.\iiiiuin ol 18 f)(JO (lio oblaini il his lads 
from an e.\poriencLd aulhurily, who L'ot il 
by regular census.) 'I'liuy were only worth 
anything to tho Colony to tho exient ol the 
I urn they sold, the 60,000 gallons of oil thuy 
proc'uce, and tbo fiah und game they supply ; 
beyond that, and tho small amount ol labor 
they contribute, say LlfiO on an average, what 
was tho value of tho balance 'I Lit lie or none. 
Deduct what tho Indians jirod uce nnd i hey 
aro Ditto bu eonaidurud ta.v payers 'I'hey 
ought, in fact, to be regarded merely ns so 
many horses or males. Take away the white 
man and what would (he Indian produce ? 
K.'iiiinine closely into Iho inalter. To turn 
ihi) bono and sinew ol the country to ac- 
count was all very well, but wc could not do 
so. Kven iricluilo ii.OOO Indiana in the ess 
lirnatus, and we uro tlien ta.\cd $70 per houd, 
.seven times more than in England, with ber 
national debt, on her shoulders, Was Ihe 
value of labor here worth seven times as 
much ? The boo genllumaii made a great 
niistuko, and could nol by any iioiirso of 
reasonitig justify il. What had the lands and 
works department done lor their money 't the 
whole duiics might ho performed by adding 
a draughtsman to the <>'olonial Secretary's 
olBoe. If used as an oogiuo for emigration, 
then it would be tarned to proper aououDt.

Take onr neigli- 
bois us an e.t'.tinplu : Ihoy liad one Custom 
Hou^o nt Port Tuwnsend, to which loroigu 
ships could go no further, thu sumo policy 
ought to bu adopted in this Colony ; let there 
bu a central oflice ui Victoria, aud thence to 
uoy othor part should be uouatiog. If we 
wish (0 foster uerohaDt marine, to give eQ*< 



couraReineiit lo those who live upon water 
as well as upon land, we must adopt this 
course. Tho Executive will find it work 
economically,, a landing waiter being all that 
■was necessary, and the trade of the Colony 
would be preserved. Ho, therefore, moved 
ihat it Ih the opinion of this Council that the 
Custom Huuso should bo at Victoria, ond 
the revi'uue ofliccr at Victoria be struck out. 

Hon Birch said this waa a question of vot- 
ing an omount for the^reqalrem'fiiitB of the 
Customs Depanment. ' Thi8'>-wn8' not tbe 
time lor him to say whether be ■.ngreed' with 
tho viewfi of the hon member, as the matter 
would coma iip hereafter.

As regarded the oflicers, he would state 
tliivt he Imd made tho lowest estimate of 
what the dopariment required ; they all had 
their hands pretty lull and he did not Qsk for 
one extra on account of the additional labors 
iiiiposed by Union. Thuy would all fiad 
ample employment during the year. 

Hun, llobsoD could not understand the 
policy ol foreign ships being prohibited from 
proceeding farther Ihun Victoria ; the hon. 
member fur Viclciia could hoarocly e.^pacl to 
carry that out Wero not foreign shipg to go to 
Natiaitno? No doubt it would suit Ihe hon. 
member vory well Ihat the coal should be con- 
veyed ti) Vic'oria — perhaps in Hudson Bay 
Co.'s shipH -and then sliip; ed. It muat be 
a liberal mind indeed iliat would prevent 
loroigu tihips going to Nanaiuio lor cargoes of 
coal, the chief cxnorl, c.icept timber, from 
Burrard Inlet. Ho (Dr. IJ.) would like no

nmdtj. Tho cchools have not boon 
under lho direoiion of tbo Govern^ 
mout, nud pupila huvo boon led or sent 
from thoso that uskcd usHistar.co irom 
tho public to tlioho enjoying the 
ilignity ol iiidepf iniuiico or baelf a^;aiu, 
iifi llio parents might elect. The Gov- 
i.riior'iBof opiiiiua Lhul the Colony is 
is not yet old enough lor any regular 
nyslom of educatiuu to bo esiabiislied, 
nor would ho wish, uudor iho presenL 
conHtituiion, to pres.s hiri own views 
upon tho Le^islatui e, tliuugh ho has 
no <lesire to conceal liiuiii. iie thinlis 
that any man who respects himseit 
would not desire to havo bis children 
instruoted without some pecuniary 
sacritico on his own part. Tho State 
may aid tho parent, hut ought not to 
relievo him ot his own natural re.spon- 
sibiliiy, cLso it may happen that the 
promising inueliaiiie may bo marred, 
and tho country over»burdoued wilb 
halt educated predesbional polltioianH, 
or needy haiigerson ot tho Govorn- 
iiiont. As tho Governor is aware that 
there is no subject Ui)oii which more 
words havo been wasted than that ol 
gratuitous instruction, and the dui.y ol 
the governing auibonty towards the 
[icuule in llie matter; lie will at oneo 
proceed to consider the relations in 
which the G-uvoruuioni may propoil} 
stand towards the parents. In bis 
opiuion^ all the fcitalu can do is to 
enable tho children to overcome tho 
almost nieehaiiieal diliieulLies which 
ncein to bar tbuif [)a-sage over tlie 
thrcbbhold ol knowledge, and imving 
olleciod this; they leave the parontal 
uliection and knowiedgo of individual 
ohari.cter the choice ol the arms v/ith 
which the child shall at a luluie 
period tight the battle ol lile, It, is 
vtiin lor tiie .State to ivltcmpt to drive 
on in an even lino tho idle and the 
industrious, tho boy ol; ready aptitude 
and him whoso brain buoamoa pained 
and cooluaed in eudeavoring to uastor 
the simplest problems. Tho Governor 
uoncoives it to bo tiie duty of the 
governing power to a-sist in tho giv- 
ing to all oK'iiientury inslruciinu und 
Liien to oU'ei- an iiuJ iieoiaenL la those 
wbo are able lo come to tho front in 
the -intellectual sii-ugglo with their 
fellow men. But ho will not, while adu 
dresoiiig the Council, conceal any |)0i'- 
lion ot liis ihouguts. ILu believes 
that tiio cutniiiunity in which heio« 
hieles ||is one where complete toleiiition 
iu religious opinion exists. It in not, 
iberofore^ under thoso circumstanous, 
iur tho iStato and its saUiriotl olficors 
LO inierforo with tbo bolief of anyone. 
Tho govorninont lias not undertaken
